coal fields. In- 


cluded in this referendum is provision 
for tbe construction of terminals at 
Poughkeepsie, Kingston, Ne*burgh 
and Yonkers on the 
Hudson river 


and also at the city of Hudson. At 
the latter city there has been a lack 
of interest in the project 
until the 


last year. A petition, however, in 
regular form, has been submitted to 
the canal board and approved by that 
body. The proposition of the city of 
Hudson is that the city itself furnish 
to the state the site.

endum. It was therefore, impossible 
to obtain any funds for work during 
the coming summer on the Pough- 
keepsie, Kingston, Yonkers and New- 
burgh terminals and whether or not 
these terminals can be built will de- 
pend upon the fate of the referen- 
dum to be submitted at the election 
next fall.
